So Says J u d g e D ay R eg a rd in g C ap ital 
P u n ish m en t b y E lec tricity . 
A uburn (N. Y.), October 9 th —Judge 
Day has decided that execution by elec­ 
tricity is constitutional. Kemmler, sen­ 
tenced to death by that method, has been 
remanded to Auburn Prison. 
The decision, which is quite lengthy, 
says, in part, that “to every legislative Act 
there attaches a presumption oí constitu­ 
tionality, and the burden of showing it to 
be unconstitutional is upon him 
who 
assails it. No snch Acts 'should be an­ 
nulled by tbe judiciary as opposed to 
fundamental law in a doubtful case. The 
questions are, whether the prisoner has 
overcome the presumption that the statute 
of 1888, in regard to the infliction of the 
death penalty provides a cruel aud un­ 
usual and therefore unconstitutional pun­ 
ishment, and that a force of electricity suf­ 
ficient to kill any human subject with 
celerity and certainty, when scientifically 
applied, cannot be generated. 
In my 
judgment these questions must be an­ 
swered negatively before the statute can 
rightly be abrogated. There should be 
judicial knowledge that the punishmeut 
therein provided is cruel and unufeual. 
There is no such knowledge, and hia con­ 
tention fails.'’

N e w Y o r k , Oetober 9 t h — In the Episco­ 
pal Convention to-day the Committee on 
the Admission of New Dioceses begged to 
be discharged from further consideration. 
Memorials were received from Alaska 
and Michigan, asking for the erection of. a 
new diocese within the limits of eat* of 
th ire States. The committee could net 
recommend the advisability of granting 
the request and were therefore discharged. 
The report of the Committee of Confer­ 
ence with the House of Bishops, in refer­ 
ence to resolution eight, was then taken up. 
The resolution provided for a recitation of 
the Litany after morning prayer on Sun­ 
days, Wednesdays and ¡[Fridays and on 
Em txrdays.

Several days ago this resolution was 
adopted by the Bishops, but when it came 
before the house it was rejected. The 
Committee on Conference was then ap­ 
pointed and this committee recommended 
that the deputies recede from the former 
action and adopt the resolution. On the 
vote the deputies sent back tbe resolution 
to the Bishops without approval. 
A resolutioh giving clergymen an appeal 
outside of their dioceses was tabled by a 
vote of 164 to 49. 
After recess the memorial services 'for 
the Bishop of Kansas were held. 
The 
services occupied three quarters of an 
hour. The House then adjourned for the 
day. 
The House of Bishops confirmed the 
nomination < f Rev. J. Livingston Reese as 
Registrar of the Convention.

H a r t fo r d (Conn ), October 9th.—An al- 
togther new section of New England 
opened its doors and showed its internal 
industries to the International Congress 
to-day. Last night the delegates climbed 
into sleeping-car berths in Maine, and 
this morning an early breakfast found 
them at Worcester, Mass. Here they were 
Welcomed by Mayor Winslow and a com­ 
mittee and taken to drive about the beau­ 
tiful city. 
They were shown residences 
and the exterior ot several factories which 
there was no time to inspect. 
The special train reached Willimantic. 
Conn., at noon. The delegates were shown 
through the thread works, covering the 
largest single floor of mill-room in the 
world, being over eight hundred feet long 
by three hundred wide. It is lighted by a 
glass roof, and is covered by intricate ma­ 
chinery. 
The 2,000 employes make 26 000 
spools of thread a day. The delegates were 
much impressed by the pure floods of light 
and decorations of flowering plants in the 
windows and corridors. 
Thence the train ran to South Manches­ 
ter, Conn.. where are huge silk-mills, em­ 
ploying 2 000 persons and working 360,000,­ 
000 of cocoons into $4,000,000 worth 
of 
silk every year. There was a fine exhibi­ 
tion of all the processes of silk-making, 
from the Roiling of the cocoons to tbe 
weaving of plushes and watered silks and 
United States flags. 
A diuner was given to the excursionists 
at the Allen House, at which Governor 
Bulkey presided, and speeches were made 
by Senator Hawley, ex Senator Hender­ 
son, Mark Twain and several of the foreign 
wasTTeftf at ftíeUapttói, 
night.

D e n iso n (Tex.), October 9th.—The Su­ 
preme Court of the Chickasaw Indian Na­ 
tion has given a decision sustaining the 
legislative amendment to tbe Constitution 
in regard to squaw-men or white men, and 
riehia tfien acquired by marrying Indian 
women. The whites elaim that under the 
Constitution they have the same right to 
hold property or office or vote as Indians. 
This decision will operate directly against 
the white men. 
It will cause trouble and 
will prove the prime factor in a movement 
to throw open to settlement all of the 
Chickasaw and Choctaw nations west of 
the ninety sixth parallel of latitude. Fully 
eighty per cent, of the inhabitants of tbe 
Chickasaw country are white, and they will 
petition Congress to allot lands in severalty, 
which means a complete disruption of the 
Indian Government.

S t . L o u is, October 9th,—The United Ty- 
pothetse to-day took up the international 
copyright question, and after a long debate 
adopted a resolution to appoint a delegate ' 
to the next convention of the International 
Copyright League in New York, and de­ 
claring lhe approval of the principle of an 
international copyright law, and especially 
of the provision that all copyright books 
shall be printed in the United States. 
The committee to which was referred

THE STATESMANSHIP OF THE FUTURE. 


No subject before the people that relates 
to our foreign relations attracts so much 
attention at this time as the purpose and 
possible outcome of the Pan-American 
Congress. 
It deserves the deliberate and 
generally calm debate that is now going 
on. The situation illustrates in the most 
•ignificant manner the higher value of the 
after-thought of a people. 
When the sug­ 
gestion for the Congress was put forward 
in 1881, it was received with great disfavor 
because partisan advantage was supposed 
to underlie it. 
It 
w a s in vain that two 
.Administrations advanced it as purely a 
statesmanlike scheme, having no element 
of partisanship in it whatever. 
It was 
pronounced to be incipient “jingoism,” 
and was received with such assaults upon 
that basis that the whole matter was 
dropped. 
The identical plan that was 
projected for the year 1882 is now con­ 
ceded by the entire nation to be wisdom 
for the year 1S89, and we have the inter­ 
esting spectacle of the people with prac­ 
tical unanimity hailing the arrival of the 
delegates to the Congress with satisfaction! 
ana vicing with each other in showing 
them hospitable attentions. 
The American people have received Mr. 
Blaine’s declaration of the higher pur­ 
poses of the Congress with evidences of the 
keen appreciation that reflects flatteringly 
upon the sense of justice and the breadth 
of judgment of calm American public 
sentiment. It is evident that that senti­ 
ment is rapidly coming into harmony with 
the loftiest purpose of modern statesman­ 
ship of the best order, to w it: that its 
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even a successful conflict of arms is far be­ 
neath that which renders a conflict of force 
unnecessary. 
Indeed, the intelligence of 
the age is fast approaching that plane of 
sentiment that will consider war a disgrace 
rather than an honor to a nation. 
It was 
remarked in these columns not long since, 
that both Gladstone and Bismarck had 
achieved their greatest fame and won their 
most enduring honors, not for having con­ 
ducted their countries through wars, but 
for having prevented wars in Europe. The 
same high tribute is to be paid to the 
statesmen of the three Americas, when 
they shall have I»id the foundations for 
everlasting peace and the permanent dis­ 
armament of their 
respective nations. 
Foremost in that commendation will stand 
the publicists of the United States of 
America. 
W hile commercial stimulation and the 
reciprocal exchange of commodities may 
be considered a natural sequence of the 
communion of peoples whose interests are 
largely mutual, these are by no means cer­ 
tain, and do not deserve to be ranked 
among the purposes of the Convention 
that has now been organized. 
Whatever 
may result in that direction will be the 
outcome of the advantage one finds in 
buying of and selling to another, regard­ 
less of the political status occupied by 
buyer or seller. All such considerations 
must be supplemental and secondary to the 
overshadowing end to be achieved by the 
consummate statesmanship that will re­ 
move from the millions of producers in the 
three Americas the supposed necessity for 
maintaining armed bodies of non-pro­ 
ducers. Trade has reference to personality, 
the conservation of peace and amity has 
reference to principle. Trade lias in it no 
element of patriotism ; commerce is not 
moved upon by sentimental considerations. 
It is because of this fact that tariffs are 
erected, which arc declarations that men 
will not patronize home production except 
under a common relation, and this consti­ 
tutes the proof that there is no sentiment 
in trade. 
But, as we the other day took occasion 
to say, the Secretary of State of the Amer­ 
ican nation in his address to the Congress 
struck the very key note of the highest 
civilization, when he declared that there 
is and must he no reason for the States of 
the Americas living in armed attitudes 
toward each other, and which are alwavs, 
and everywhere, conditions of distrust. 
The supreme pur¡>ose of the Congress, 
therefore, is to set before the world the ex­ 
ample of great countries that may be in 
trade antagonism and commercial rivalry, 
still beiDg peace promoting and peace lov­ 
ing nations. The example of the coun­ 
tries of Europe is that of states living in 
distrust and 
impoverishing their pro­ 
ducing classes for the maintenance of vast 
armies of men. There are to-day in Europe 
9,000,$00 of soldiers under arms, and 
therefore nine millions of men, picked 
from the best development of the conti­ 
nent, withdrawn from productive capacity 
and constituting entailed burdens upon the 
people who tail. The result is, that in 
the true element* of cost to the vitality of 
a people, that production is the costliest 
known, since armies are taxes fur luxuries, 
and all taxation is eventually assessed 
against the laboring dasces. Property has 
the means of self-praLection ; the power to 
charge the taxes laid against it back 
upon the productive labor of the country. 
Jl follows that whatever is expended in 


Europe in the maintenance in idleness of 
millions of soldiery, is directly subtracted 
from the wage earnings of the common 
people. 
When, therefore, the inexpert* 
enced and juvenile Emperor of Germany 
demands that two additional army corps 
he erected in order to insure the peace of 
Europe, he illustrates in the strongest 
manner his own ignorance of the true 
ends 
of government, 
and 
his own 
miserable vacuity in statesmanship, while 
he exemplifies the absence from his esti­ 
mate of life of those humane sentiments 
which abhor war. 
We repeat, therefore, and the lesson can 
not be too deeply impressed upon the 
minds of the people, that Mr. Blaine rose 
to the highest order of statesmanship when 
he declared to the Congress of the Three 
Americas, “We believe that friendship, not 
force, a spirit of just law and not the vio­ 
lence of the mob, should he the recognized 
rule of administration between Americans 
in American nations.” 
In the spirit of 
broad humanity that prompted such ut­ 
terance, he announced a humane principle 
by which all nations should he bound in 
indissoluble ties. This could be said with 
equal cogency of the nations cf Europe. 
For we insult the intelligence of that peo­ 
ple and the spirit of the age, if we hold 
that they have not now reached that plane 
of development where war between them 
should be unnecessary, since the high 
stage attained by their statesmanship and 
their conceded consummate diplomaticskill 
need hut to be emancipated from the tra­ 
ditions of savagery and the shadows of 
ages in which fear was the controlling ele­ 
ment in government. 
Mr. Secretary Blaine has never ap­ 
peared to better advantage in any relation 
of life than in the attitude he assumed be­ 
fore the Congress of the Americas. If in 
the past his political methods have been 
open to just criticism, in voicing the senti­ 
ment of the best civilization of his age, he 
rose to the level of the loftiest statesman­ 
ship and won the admiration of all just 
men, thus disarming antagonisms; and in 
standing for a policy that is the snuff of 
national beneficence, he indicated for the 
American people the standard of the 
statesmanship of the future, and in the re­ 
sponsive echo of the American voice he 
finds the only reward the true patriot is 
ambitious to receive. 
Yet, Mr. Blaine but reflected the senti­ 
ment and voiced the decree of intelligence. 
He simply uttered the conviction that is 
sunken deep in the souls of men, that only 
the victories of peace are to confer upon 
the statesmen of the world the highest 
honors that men can bestow. H e but 
sounded the note of harmony that is 
eventually to echo around the world, that 
war is the mistake of statecraft and peace 
its triumph. 
Hereafter the maintenance 
of peace between the strong and the weak 
nations alike is to be the certificate of the 
highest ability on the part of the states 
men directing and controlling their desti­ 
nies and deserving their praise. Hereafter 
! the existence of war between nations will 
be received by the intelligence of the best 
civilization as the unmistakable evidence 
of a latent barbarism, which has remained 
uneliminated by the humanitarian ten­ 
dencies of modern times. 


T h e Sacramento Board of Trade, speak­ 
ing for the people of the city, has sent a 
communication to the State Board of Ag­ 
riculture, waiving any claim on the part 
of this city as a candidate for the location 
of the Citrus Fair. This leaves the field 
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some days ago, it took the ¡.osition that 
local benefit to any place by reason of the 
fair being held there, was not for a mo­ 
ment to be considered. 
We still maintain 
that it should cut no figure in the selec­ 
tion of a site for the fair. The one con- 
troling element in fixing upon a site 
should he, as we then said, the accommo­ 
dation of the largest possible number of 
visitors; the inducing of the greatest body 
of strangers to examine the exhibits. 
No 
where in the interior can such exhibits lie 
exposed to the view of so many people of 
the traveling publicas at this point, where 
all overland passengers would be taken to 
the fair daily. The question as to whether it 
would he a present benefit to Sacramento 
never entered into our consideration of the 
matter. 
But Sacramento is not now a 
competitor for the fair. She declines to be 
placed in any antagonistic attitude toward 
her neighbors on the north. She will not 
ask that the larger number of the people 
shall be accommodated, and consents that 
the several thousands of transients who 
ought to he taken to such an exposition of 
the citrus fruit capacity of the central and 
northern sections, shall not visit the fair; 
hut they must lie informed of it, and the 
best possible work in that direction he en­ 
gaged in. 
Sacramento will do her utmost 
to make the fair a success wherever it may 
be held. There is no jealousy of other in­ 
terior cities on the part of the people of 
this city. They have no quarrels with 
any one; they are neither grasping nor 
grossly selfish; they have the interests of 
the State first at heart, and in any public- 
spirited movement put self second, third, 
or at the bottom of the list, and the good 
of the greatest number and the widest area 
of the State foremost. 


T h e authorities of San Francisco are 
again displaying considerable activity in 
the arrest of the venders of lottery tickets. 
In no instance have they failed to convict. 
It is very different in the Capital City of 
the State. 
Here, while lottery advertise­ 
ments can lie seen at nearly every step 
and tickets can he purchased with no more 
difficulty than is encountered in procuring 
a pound of sugar, the authorities are oli- 
livious of the fact, and the idea of the law 
being violated by lotterp venders never 
enters their heads. Even our Grand Juries 
are called and sit and deliberate and are 
dissolved, and never discover by the power 
of their secret inquisition that the law is 
openly, defiantly and shamefully violated 
hourly in this matter of the sale of lottery 
tickets. 
It is a strange and puzzling time 
in which we live. 


T he Episcopalian people in New York 
who have undertaken the conversion of 
the Chinese of Mott street to the Chris­ 
tian faith, and to civilization according to 
American standards, have undertaken a 
hojieless task. They will presently find 
that they are sowing with no prosjiectof a 
harvest, precisely as has been discovered, 
by similar effort, in California. 
If our 
Episcopal friends want to engage in Chi­ 
nese missionary work the proper field for 
it is in the Chinese Empire.

“ CALIFORNIA ON W HEELS.’* 


T h e re W ! H He N o S e p a ra te S o u th e rn C a li­ 


fo rn ia E x h ib it. 
ILos Angeles Times. October 7th.] 
VTc nave received a circnlar addre.-sed to 
California publishers from the California 
State Board of Trade, containing a letter 
addressed to the Board by VV. i9. Mills, 
Chairmen of the Committee on Publica­ 
tion, which contains a very large infusion 
of good sense. The object is to announce 
the policy of the distribution of publica­ 
tions during the second campaign of "Cali­ 
fornia on Wheels.” 
Mr. Mills states that, in order to secure 
perfectly reliable representations concern­ 
ing any county or district, the matter dis­ 
tributed must be in pamphlet or newspaper 
publications, and published in the district. 
If a pamphlet it mu3t receive the approval 
of the local Board of Trade. Special edi­ 
tions published in distant localities from 
the district to which they relate will not be 
distributed from the car. On the subject of 
these ipecial editions, as contrasted with 
local papers, Mr. Mills has the following 
very truthful rematks, which are specially 
commended to our advertising citizens : 
The ooject of these rules is chiefly to advertise 
any given locality through the m edium of its 
local press, and the good of this w ill, 1 th ii k, 
be perceived by the journalists of this State. Iu 
the tirst placa, representations relating to any 
county w ill receive greater credence at the 
hands of strangers if published in the local pa­ 
pers of the county, because it w ill be obvious 
th a t the m atter they contain has passed through 
the regular editions of th e papers, and has, 
therefore, passed under the observation of the 
com m unities to w hich the m atter relates, and 
thereby has received the indorsem ent of the 
people best qualified to judge of the reliability 
of th eir statem ents. Papers published at dis­ 
tant places, issuing special editions relating to 
any locality, do not hold the sam e relation of 
accountability for the statem ents they m ake 
w hich attach to the local press of the locality 
treated of. Special editions ot papers published 
regularly in any locality, aud sustained and 
patronized by the com m unity, go forth more 
nearly the expression of the com m unity itself 
th an special editions of papéis published at 
distant places. W hat is desirable above all 
things is th a t the representations shall be truth- 
full, reliable and uuexaggerated, and th a t the 
com m unity to w hich they relate shall be as 
nearly as possible resjionsible for all representa­ 
tions m ade. Each locality has a right to be 
heard, and to m ake 6ueh representations as it 
believes itself to be entitled to m ake. 
We can 
rely on th e local press of the State to represent 
fully th e advantages of the locality in which 
they are published. 
Special holiday editions of papers published 
iu San Francisco. Sacram ento, Stockton, San 
Jose, O akland, San B ernardino and Los Angeles, 
relating to C alilornia at large, w ill be pur­ 
chased and distributed from the cars. 
It is now understood that Los Angeles 
will work in unison with “ California on 
Wheels,” and that no separate expediiions 
for the purpose of advertising this section 
will be sent out. 


UNION LEAGUE CLUB. 


A n O rg a n iz a tio n T h a t W ill B e a P o w e r 
in th e C a m p a ig n . 
[From the Del Monte Wave.] 
In the past, one ot the most influential 
social and political organizations in the 
State was the Dirigo Club. With a large 
and powerful membership, it did much to­ 
ward bringing victory to the Republican 
flag. Out ot it has grown a new club, 
stiong oflspring of a worthy progenitor, the 
Union League Club. The club rooms are 
at the old headquarters, 322 Geary street. 
The membership is already large, and the 
committees, consisting ot 'th e very best 
men in the Republican party, will act dur­ 
ing the year.

CANADIAN RAILROADS. 


F a v o r s 
G ra n te d b y th e U n ite d S ta te s 
G o v e rn m e n t. 
jJam es O’M eara in the Overland M onthly.] 
The Canadian Facific Railroad is en­ 
couraged and patronized now by many of 
the people of the United States. States 
y ield to it all that is required, the General 
Government aids it by inaction. The road 
is subsisting upon the traffic of the United 
States. From the accretions of this traffic 
British steamships will be built; to lure 
and to wrest from the shipping of the 
United States the rich commerce of the 
Atlantic and the monopoly of the carrying 
trade of the Pacific. Dominion legislation 
and British capital and Imperial subsidies 
are to the hacking of this vast ocean com­ 
merce. 
In less than thirty years the peo­ 
ple of the United States, who received the 
English sparrow as a generous gift, and 
have found the bird to be a pest, will un­ 
questionably learn that, in admitting the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad to the ad­ 
vantages ar.d privileges it now enjoys, 
they have simply repeated the folly of the 
admission of the English sparrow. 
With such manifest inequality of oper­ 
ating conditions it is not possible for the 
American roads or the American steam­ 
ship lines to compete with or contend 
against the Canadian road and the British 
steamships. 
The interstate commerce law 
forbids the American roads to “pool,” or 
arrange among themselves the means bv 
which to make successful contention anil 
competition with the Canadian road; and 
the State taxation to which the American 
mads are subject, while the Canadian road 
is permitted free course untaxed, ojieraUs 
as an additional advantage to the latter. 
Practically, it is as though the American 
Government boai^l the arms of the Ameri­ 
can roads, and not only allowed free license 
to the Canadian road on American soil, 
but besides furnished it all the assistance 
required by it short of subsidy—which the 
Dominion plentifully supplies. 


S u b sid ies t o A m e ric a n S h i p p i n g . 
Linked with internal improvements, by 
the General Government, in the estima­ 
tion of the people during the earlv jteriod 
of the republic, was the subject of subsi­ 
dies to ocean commerce. Nevertheless, the 
Government gave the New England fish­ 
eries a drawback on the verv important 
commodity of salt, and this operated asa 
bounty. 
It was urged that these fisheries 
were the nurseries of the navy; that a 
navy was essential to the protection of 
American commerce; 
and that the ap­ 
prenticeship in the fishing vessels would 
produce the able-bodied seamen and brave 
hearts which made a navy formidable and 
invincible. 
An analysis o'f the salt bounty 
will result in the conviction that it was a 
subsidy to promote aud aid the fisheries. 
The United States were without a navy 
during the administration of Washington. 
I he first Secretary of the Navy was ap­ 
pointed by President John Adams, in the 
second year of his administration. 
Bat 
the New England fisheries were all the 
time encouraged and aided, although the 
term applied was not “subsidy.” Still, 
that would have been the fitting nomen­ 
clature.

D oes it T ay to b e W itty ? 
_ In considering the life and public setv- 
ices of the late Samuel Sullivan Cox, the 
question arises whether wit is desiraole as 
the leading characteristic of a public man ; 
whether it is a help or a hindrance to him 
in achieving fame or attaining exalted 
political station. 
Mr. Cox was a man of unquestioned 


ability. He was one of the best-posted 
men in public life, and was admirably 
equipped for almost any position in the 
gift of the people, yet his reputation for 
humor overshadowed his real greatness ; it 
gave him popularity, but it was a bar to 
preferment. 
When a man get the reputa­ 
tion of being “funny,” it is hard to con­ 
vince the public that he is at any time 
serious. 
For this reason Mr. Cox" never 
rose while in Congress to the Speakership. 
Thomas Corwin was one of the ablest 
men in his day and might have been Pres­ 
ident but for his reputation for wit. 
He 
frequently said that this operated power­ 
fully against him when he was Senator 
and Cabinet Minister, and, acting on his 
advice. Mr. Garfield, when a rising young 
man, repressed his tendency to humor in 
public speaking and appealed to his hear­ 
ers’ intelligence instead of their sensibil­ 
ities. 
VV it is the shortest way to public favor, 
but success gained in this way is often 
subject to undesirable limitations. There 
is no inherent reason in this, but it has 
proved so in actual experience. Never­ 
theless, the country could not have spared 
the wit of Tom Marshall, Corwin, Cox 
and the rest of the humorous statesmen. 
Their loss of preferment has been in some 
respects a public gain.— Philadelphia In­ 
quirer. 


S e n a to r S ta n fo rd . 
The central portion of Northern Califor­ 
nia is expressing its appreciation of Senator 
Leland Stanford aud wife in a manner that 
mu9t be very gratifying to those noble phi­ 
lanthropists. The demonstrations ¡D their 
favor do not savor of politics or toadyism 
to wealth, but a genuine gratitude is being 
expressed for their unheard-of liberality in 
the cause of education. 
It is an ante- 
mortem expression of wbat the people 
think of the noble deeds the Senator and 
his wife are performing in the interests of 
the rising generation.

Future generations 
always accord due praise, but in Senator 
Stanford s case he already begins to see 
that the human family possess gratitude 
even to the living.

A monument 
is to be erected at San Jose which will fitly 
honor the founders of the Leland Stanford 
Jr. University. 
The whole 8tate should 
unite in doing honor to the venerable 
couple, for no one ever deserved it more.—

A LITTLE LEASHING GETS HIM INTO 
SERIOUS TROUBLE. 


H e A cquire» th e A bility to W rite H is 
O w n N am e, B u t I t Cost» H im 
M uch A nguish. 


About a week ago there was published in 
the R eoobd-Uniox the statem ent that A. 
Mouton, a well-known hop-grower near 
this city, had turned over several hundred 
dollars to the Sheriff, under an attachm ent 
levied by one Bagnell upon som e money in 
his hands belonging to a Chinam an named 
Ah Sing, after having already had a portion 
of the sam e money levied upon by another 
creditor of Ah Sing. The only fact of in­ 
terest that the case then seemed to present 
was this—that Mouton had laid him self 
liable to serious loss by his ignorance of 
legal methods. B ut the inside facts of the 
case are coming to light, and they reveal 
some things that m ay possess considerable 
interest for the average reader. 
W . H. Bagnell, by his attorney, G. G. 
Pickett, on the 12th of last m onth com­ 
menced an action in the Superior Court 
against Ah Sing, in which complaint it was 
alleged that the Chinam an was indebted to 
Bagnell in the sum of $800. An attach­ 
m ent was issued, and some $400 was levied 
upon in the hands of Mouton, who turned 
it over to the Sheriff. The proceedings, to 
all appearances, were perfectly regular, and 
no one would for a m om ent suspect that 
there was anything wrong in the claim of 
Bagnell. 
An affidavit was, however, filed yester­ 
day afternoon by the said Ah Sing, through 
his attorney, J. D. Brusie, from which, if 
true, it would seem that the unfortunate 
Chinaman has been the victim of a some­ 
w hat novel conspiracy. The affidavit goes 
on to state that the affiant is a native of 
China and unable to read or write the 
English language, with the exception of be­ 
ing able to write his own nam e—which ac­ 
complishment it seems is the sole cause of 
the difficulties that go to make up this 
legal tale of woe. It states that W. H . 
Bagnell and G. G. Pickett, knowing that 
Mouton owed the Chinam an some $400 for 
picking hops, set about to contrive some 
m eans by which they, too, m ight have a 
chance to gather in some of Ah Sing’s 
bop-money. 
So, with that idea in view, \V. H. Bagnell 
(through his attorney) filed the complaint 
above referred to, bnt was very careful not 
have Ah Sing served with the summons. 
They then instructed Mouton (who, for­ 
tunately, is not able to read or write Eng­ 
lish) that, if the Chinam an should come to 
him , to say that the Sacram ento Lumber 
Company had garnished the money he 
owed the Chinam an, and that he had 
turned it over to the Sheriff. W hether the 
Chinaman did go to Mouton or not, is not 
stated in the affidavit, but the latter dis­ 
closes the following alleged transaction : 
T hat Ah Sing, hearing that his money 
was attached, and that Pickett was the 
attorney, went to Pickett’s office for the 
purpose of finding out just w hat the m at­ 
ter was. 
H e found Bagnell and Pickett 
there together, and they told him that the 
Sacram ento Lumber Company had at­ 
tached him , but that they could and would 
get his money if he (Ah Sing) would pay 
them $20. 
The Chinam an agreed to the 
proposition and handed 'over the $20. 
Pickett then prepared a paper for Ah 
Sing to sign. 
The latter asked what it 
was, and Pickett told him it was a de­ 
m and and receipt, which would have to 
be given to the Sheriff before he would 
give up the money. 
Ah Sing then signed two papers which 
he supposed were a “receipt” and “de­ 
m and.” 
Upon exam ination, however, it 
was found that one signature was attached 
to a “ confession of judgm ent,” and the 
other accompanied by a very concise “ac­ 
knowledgment,” and is attested by Pickett 
as Notary Public. 
This “confession of judgm ent” was then 
filed with the Clerk, who entered judg­ 
ment, and upon the presentation of a cer­ 
tified copy to the Sheriff the latter passed 
over the $400 to Bagnell, who immediately 
held a very private interview with his at­ 
torney, and then decamped for parts re­ 
mote, leaving poor A h Sing to curse the 
day he ever learned to write his name. 
Such is the brief synopsis of a very 
long affidavit which winds up by asking 
the Court to set aside the judgm ent and 
direct the return of the money to the 
hands of the Sheriff. Some very interest­ 
ing testimony will no doubt be adduced 
upon the hearing of the affidavit. 


THEY'LL WISH'THEY HADN'T. 


S heriff McMullen*» C hain G ang G oes on 
a S trik e. 
W hen Deputy Sheriffs Dolan and S ulli­ 
van called the chain gang togeth er yester­ 
day m orning for the regular tram p and 
day’s work, the aristocratic gentlemen who 
compose that organization informed the 
officials that they were on a strike, and 
would not go out to work. 
Sheriff Mc­ 
Mullen was sent for and to him the chain 
gangjreiteratediiheir^desire to quit work and 
live in luxury at the expense of the county. 
T he Sheriff knew that the strike was at­ 
tributable to three or four chronic gium b- 
lers, so he asked those who were too deli­ 
cate to labor to step forward and be in ­ 
spected. 
As he anticipated, the three 
chronics stepped out of the line. 
The rest 
of the gang evidently thought their three 
companions were to be ted on strawberry 
short-cake and plum duff, so they in ­ 
formed the Sheriff. after some hesitation, 
that they were tired, too. “All right,” said 
the Sheriff, sm iling grim ly and beckoning 
to his jailer, “ lock these men all up and 
put them on short rations till they are in 
condition to go to work again.” 


AN IRISH* PATRIOT. 


J o h n B illon, th e Irish S tatesm an , to he 
Invited to S peak in S acram en to . 
The Robert Em m et Club of this city, at 
a late meeting, decided to invite John 
Dillon, the eminent Irish Member of P ar­ 
liam ent, to deliver an address in this city 
on the home-rule movement, of which he 
is one of the leaders, and one of Mr. P ar­ 
nell s ablest lieutenants. H e is now on his 
way to this coast from Australia, where he 
has created a very favorable impression for 
the home-rule cause, and received substan­ 
tial aid therefor. 
He will probably ad ­ 
dress the people of this country in m any of 
its principal cities. 
A committee was appointed by the clnb 
to invite the leading Irish-American citi­ 
zens of Sacramento to co-operate with 
them in m aking the reception worthy of 
the man who has suffered much and 
labored hard lor the cause of liberty in his 
native land.

MOUNTAIN TEA. 


T. M , L a th P u ls th e Bash Upon H is City 
P a rtn e r. 
If anybody thinks there isn’t money in 
patent medicines, he has but to step into 
the County Clerk's office and peruse the 
volum inous com plaint filed there by T. M. 
Lash against Joseph J. Spieker, when he 
will most likely have his doubts dispelled. 
The plaintiff claims to be the discoverer of 
certain medicinal decoctions, in the m anu­ 
facture and sale of which the defendant, 
Spieker became interested as a partner. 
He (Lash) was to do the traveling and sell­ 
ing of the medicines, while the general 
conduct of the business was to be looked 
after by his city partner. 
Lash m ust be a confiding sort of an indi­ 
vidual, far he complains that, after some 
five years prosecution of the business, and 
when he supposed he was several thousand 
dollars ahead, Spieker represented that he 
(Lash) owed him some $4,000, and that 
plaintiff was induced to sign a note for 
$8,000. Lash now claims that Spieker mis­ 
represented the facts to him; that he (Spie­ 
ker) had overcharged the firm some $2,000 
for materials; appropriated a like sum to 
his own use, irom debts collected; and that 
he sold medicines and other property of 
the firm to the am ount of $1,000, for none 
of which he has accounted. 
Plaintiff states that, as the result of an 
inspection of the firm's books since. 1884, 
he learns that they earned about $15,000, 
and that his share should have been $3,500 
or over. H e now wants the partnership 
dissolved, an accounting of its affairs made, 
and a receiver appointed. H e also prays 
that the $8,000 note be delivered up by or­ 
der of the C ourt; that the property, money 
and accounts of the firm be divided, and 
that he be awarded the am ount of his 
costs. 
The complaint prays for an injunction, 
restraining defendant from further transac­ 
tions oa behalf of the firm, and Judge 
A rm strong granted a temporary restrain­ 
ing order, pending further proceedings. 
T he claims m aae by the plaintiff of great 
profits in the m anufacture and sale of his 
patent medicines, recalls the eirly history 
of the famous W alker’s Vinegar Bitters. 
Some twenty-five years ago a man named 
W alker, who had failed to m ake a satis­ 
factory living by other means, conceived the 
idea of getting up a cheap decoction with 
laxative properties, and working it off upon 
the public at a good profit, but w ithout 
charging m uch for it.' H e rented a shed 
and went to work on his vinegar bitters. 
The ingredients were few, simple and cheap, 
and he found no difficulty in loading up 
his hand cart with fresh supplies every 
day. Almost before he knew it he was 
rich (for he advertised liberally) and then 
he sold out his vinegar m ine to a firm that 
made several m illions out of it. 
The most singular thing in connection 
with W alker's success was that he had not 
conceived the trick of letting his hair grow 
down upon his shoulders, as is the fashion 
at the present tim e of other street fakirs. 


DATE PALMS. 


T h ey S pring Up a n d F lo u rish in A dobe 
a n d S edim ent. 
Carl Strobel, who resides at 809 N street, 
yesterday exhibited at the R ecobd-U.nion 
office a thrifty 
specimen of the date 
palm 
grown from 
the 
seed 
in 
his 
yard. The plant was one of a 
large 
num ber 
Mr. 
Strobel found 
growing 
in his 
yard as 
a 
volunteer crop, as 
they were from seeds throw n away by 
the children while eating the fruit. Some 
of the plants were growing in the original 
adobe soil of the lot and others in the 
sedim ent used in filliug other portions. 
There can be no question as to the plant 
being the date palm, as when taken up the 
seed is found almost attached to the root. 
Passing along the west side ot Third 
street, near K, Mr. Strobel noticed a plant 
growing close to the curb-stone which at­ 
tracted his attention on account of the sim ­ 
ilarity to the plants growing in his yard. A 
closer exam ination proved that this was 
also a date palm . Certainly the soil and 
clim ate of Sacramento is wonderful when 
the date palm will grow between the cob­ 
ble-stones. 


GOOD PRICES. 


F lo rin 
G rapes 
N ettin g 
th e 
G row ers 
$134 80 a T on in B oston. 
E. Oppenheim, who has a vineyard in the 
Florin grape district, received returns from 
Boston a day or two ago on the sale of a 
shipm ent of 115 half crates of Tokay grapes. 
It was part of a full car-load lot sent from 
Florin, and the price obtained was a fair 
average for grapes of 
sim ilar 
variety. 
The fruit was sold by II. H arris & Co., for 
the California F ru it Union, the car load 
bringing $2,242. 
Mr. Oppenheim’s ship­ 
m ent brought $1 25 per half crate, or 111 
cents a pound. After deducting all ex­ 
penses for freight, commissions, etc., his 
grapes netted him a clear profit of $134 80 
per ton. 
The Florin grape-growers have done re­ 
m arkably well this season, realizing hand­ 
som e profits on their Eastern sales. The 
result will give that locality a high stand­ 
ing as a grape-growing district. In fact, 
the Sacramento county grape raisers have 
all done well. 


T hey’ll B e T h ere, Sure. 
George Holmes and Dan Dailey, two vet­ 
eran Police Court frequenters, were up be­ 
fore Judge Buckley yesterday, charged with 
being common drunkards. Dailey has been 
out of jail six days and Holmes has been a 
free m an since last Saturday.

Both the boys were badly braised, and 
the eye of one was alm ost closed, while his 
face was smeared with blood.

The new Grand Jury inspected the City 
Jail yesterday m orning and also the entice 
building. One member of .the jury made 
the rem ark that they had taken np the 
police salary question and had passed on 
the m atter.

Stackhouse says he went 
out and found Aleksa standing there bare­ 
headed. H e asked him w hat was the m at­ 
ter, and Aleksa replied that he had just 
been shot at three times from the gateway 
of the Jewish Cemetery. H e said he did not 
know who shot at him . 
Stackhouse then 
asked Aleksa if he had a shotgun, and be 
said no, but that he knew of a neighbor 
who had one. and went off to get it, but 
did not succeed. 
Aleksa said he had a pistol at home, and 
they went there after it. 
H e asked his wife 
where it was, aud she said in a bureau- 
drawer, and went into another room and 
got it. 
The weapon was examined by 
Stackhouse, who found it fully loaded. He 
says the reason he wanted Aleksa to get a 
shotgun was that he supposed it was rob­ 
bers who waylaid the latter, and that pos­ 
sibly they m ight be able to capture them if 
they had a shotgun. 
Not having such a 
weapon, Stackhouse says he regarded it as 
useless to go hunting after the would-be 
assassins, but his brother volunteered to go 
with Aleksa, and they came to town and 
told the story of the shooting.

GETS HER PROPERTY. 


A B u tte C ounty L ady's Ju d g m e n t A gainst 
th e Sheriff A ffirm ed. 
The Suprem e Court has rendered its de­ 
cision in the case ot Belle M. Morgan vs. 
John M. Ball, Sheriff of Butte county, and 
it was nled yesterday in the office of Clerk 
W illiams, of the Sacramento District. The 
action was for the recovery of the posses­ 
sion of certain personal property from the 
hands of the defendant, or if delivery could 
not be had of the property, then for its 
value. The Court below gave judgm ent as 
prayed for, and from that an sppeal was 
taken. The property, consisting of a mare, 
her colt and a buggy, were given to the 
plaintiff. Belie M. Morgan, then the wife of 
W. J. Morgan, by hint, in good faith, when 
he was solvent, and able to pay his debts, 
and at the tim e of the m aking of the gift 
the property was delivered to and accepted 
by the wiie. Several years after the gift 
was so made, delivery and acceptance had, 
the husband became indtbted upon a pro­ 
missory note to one Daniel McCarty in the 
sum of $300. 
A lter the note became due, 
it having been transferred to Fred. Hecker, 
he commenced an action to recover what 
was due upon it. 
On the day the action 
was begun attachm ent was issued in aid of 
it, and was levied by the Sheriff of Butte 
county, the defendant here, upon the prop­ 
erty involved in this discussion. A few 
days afterwards Belle M. Morgan filed an 
inventory of her separate property, includ­ 
ing the mare and buggy, but not the colt. 
Two years previous to this tim e W. J. Mor­ 
gan. the husband of the plaintiff, left Cali­ 
fornia, and has never returned. H e was 
greatly in debt when he left. 
The appellant contends that the transfer 
to the plaintiff of the perstnal property 
under consideration was fraudnlent and 
void, as against the successor of her hus­ 
band's creditors, because, as is claimed, 
such transfer is not shown to have been 
accomplished by “ an im m ediate delivery, 
and followed by an actual aud continued 
change of possession,” s i as to satisfy the 
provisions of 3eetion 3440, C. C. 
The Court affirms the judgm ent. 


BLAKELY’S BATH. 


Hi» L abor-S aving Id e a s Do N ot P rove 
V ery P ra c tic a b le . 
A m an nam ed Blakely is employed as a 
team ster by D. Gardner, who keeps a wood 
yard on I street. On Tuesday afternoon 
Blakely was set to work at hauling a quan­ 
tity of brush and dum ping it into China 
slough. H e loaded np a heavy truck and, 
arriving at the bank of the slough, the 
idea struck him that he could save consid­ 
erable tim e and labor by backing the truck 
close to the w ater’s edge and then shoving 
off the brush. 
H e tarried out his idea—but to a farther 
extent than he intended. 
H e backed the team too far, and wagon, 
horses and himself slid into the putrid 
pool. 
Blakely managed to scramble up on 
the bank w ithout getting very wet, but the 
wagon had completely disappeared from 
view, and only the noses of the horses were 
visible above the surface.

San F rancisco, O ctober 9th.—A m ong 
th e arrivals here th is m orning on the C en­ 
tral overland train was M. M. Es'.ee, the 
Pacific coast delegate to the International 
A m erican CoDgrtss at W ashington. 
Mr. Estee spoke freely regarding th e 
Congress, th e m en of w hich it is com posed, 
and its proposed w ork. 
“ I can n o t speak 
too strongly in denying m ost em phatically 
th e reports th a t have been circulated re ­ 
garding dissensions in the Congress follow ­ 
ing the choice of M r. B laine as presiding 
officer.

selected by them by precedent. 
It is a 
recognized uuiversal rule am ong nations 
th a t w hen one nation calls representatives 
of other nations together for conference 
th a t the M inister of Foreign A llairs shall 
preside. T his is th e ra le and th at was done 
a t M ontevideo, at B erlin, at P aris and at 
o th er tim es. 
Mr. B laine is our Foreign 
A ffairs M inister and so he was th e u n an i­ 
m ous choice of the Congress. 
“ I was very m uch pleased w ith the cour­ 
tesy and u rbanity of the representatives 
from the South and C entral A m erican n a ­ 
tions. 
T hey are very distinguished gentle­ 
m en, an d im pressed all w ith their intelli­ 
gence an d general courtesy. 
“ The foreign delegates are all going 
th ro u g h New E ngland and the n o rth ern 
States.
